of options for penalties that will 
reflect the seriousness of the crime.” 

She also wants animals taken out 
of the property section and put into 
a section of their own. 

“We definitely want stiffer (>enal- 
ties, but we also want the definition 
of animals, and animals in general, 
to be more highly valued as reflect¬ 
ed in the legislation,” she said. 

In addition, Bill C-50 would intro¬ 
duce a new offence of “killing an ani- 
mal brutally or viciously, whether or 
not it dies immediately", similar to 
the case of abuse of Daisy Duke, a 
border collie-lab cross on Oct. 8 in 
Didsbury. 

Chaney is asking the federal gov¬ 
ernment to adopt legislation similar 
to C-50 and has suggested they call it 
the “Daisy Duke Bill". 

The petition has reached every 
province and territory, save 
Manitoba, since it was drafted last 
week. 

“When I started this 1 expected it 
to be big, but I honestly didn't 
understand how huge it would be,” 
said ('haney. 

“Every day I’m getting more and 
more calls, more faxes sent out, 
more petitons mailed out. It's 
absolutely amazing." 

Local politicians, like MP Myron 
Thompson, seem to be taking 
Chaney seriously. 

Speaking in the House of 
Commons Thursday, Thompson, 
referring to the Didsbury case, 
called for a review of the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act. 

“In the town of Didsbury the peo¬ 
ple are recovering from a recent 
incident of animal abuse by young 
offenders in their community," said 
Thompson, 

“The mayors of these towns are 
outraged and frustrated with our 
federal system since it’s impossible 
to hold these minors accountable 
for their actions.” 

In an interview following his 
Commons speech, Thompson called 
for tougher animal abuse penalties 
as well. 

“There are certain acts that are 
done against animals that need 
harsher penalties than what I see in 
the Criminal Code and that one in 
Didsbury is certainly the case,” he 
said. 

“The manner in which they 
allegedly did this is what bothers 
me. Ttiat’s pretty vicious. 1 think 
there’s room for a lot of improve¬ 
ment in terms of what you do with 
people like that." 

Red Deer MP Bob Mills agreed, 
saying he would “definitely” like to 
see animal abuse legislation tough¬ 
ened up. 

Meanwhile, the two men charged 
in the Daisy Duke case will make 
their first court appearance Nov. 6 in 
Didsbury.

Currently we 
an* seeing changes in the legal system in a 
variety of areas, including gun laws, 
violent/re[x>ai offenders and once tigain ani¬ 
mal abuser.

For three years he was 
the mystery man who blew 
the whistle on WestJet. 

Then Supreme court doc¬ 
uments landed on a Globe 
and Mail reporter's desk, 
and Didsbury’s Mel 
Crothers’ cover was blown. 

His plan to stay under 
the radar was quashed. 

“I turned around to my 
wife and said, what do 1 
do?’" said Crothers. 

“She said ‘why run? You 
didn’t do anything wrong.’" 

In 2003, Crothers stum¬ 
bled upon information that 
would put his life into a 
tailspin. 

He discovered that 
WestJet had obtained con¬ 
fidential data about Air 
Canada. 

Coming forward with the 
information was never a 
question. 

“It was an Air Canada 
problem and it had to be 
fixed,” he said. 

Soon after the spy secret 
became public and Air 
Canada launched a lawsuit 
against WestJet, Crothers 
left his job with the airline. 

His life became even 
more complicated when, 
amidst court hearings, his 


father-in-law fell ill with a 
brain tumour and his own 
father suffered a mqjor 
stroke. 

He would spend the 
mornings with his father in 
law and the afternoons 
with his dad in the hospital 
and fly into Toronto to tes¬ 
tify when subpoened. 

Just when he thought 
things had slowed down, 
his identity hit the news 
and he was back in the 
headlines, only more 
directly this time around. 

Now he says, “I just want 
to be done with it." 

Asked if he would turn 
back the clock if he could 
and Crothers laughs. 

“Well, what ifs don’t 


work," he said. 

“That doesn’t happen. 
Life doesn’t do that." 

The other day, he 
received an email that 
offered a silver lining to an 
otherwise exhausting three 
years. 

It came from a children’s 
street charity in Toronto, 
that received $200,000 
from the restitution pay¬ 
ments ordered by the court 
in the WestJet-Air Canada 
trial. 

“They were thanking me 
profusely and they said if it 
wasn’t for me doing what I 
had done this never would 
have happened, and I just 
burst into tears," said 
Crothers, adding that what-

In a letter to Town coun¬ 
cil, Jill Ransom requested 
that a sidewalk be put in 
along 15th Ave. “immedi¬ 
ately”. 

“It is clear that the safety 
of our community is 
already being compro¬ 
mised along this stretch of 
15th Avenue,” the letter 
reads. 

“As one of the main 
entrances into our commu¬ 
nity, a high volume of traf¬ 
fic currently utilizes the 
roadway. If any of you have 
driven along 15th Ave. dur¬ 
ing dusk, or during the 
early hours of morning and 
evening, you should 
already be aware of how 
difficult it is to see pedes¬ 
trians in the roadway.”
